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makes  all  its  richcb^t  acquisitions  a  com- 
mon possession.  Yet  bow  weak,  how 
childish,  how  necessarily  doomed  to 
perish,  the  best  of  our  languages  are 
will  appear  as  we  proceed:  to  recognize 
their  limitations  is  to  get  ready  for 
something  better. 

The  question  of  the  origin  of  lan- 
guage is  a  momentous  one.  And  in 
the  nature  of  the  case  only  an  approx- 
imate answer  can  be  given.  From  what 
has  been  said  already  it  is  nothing  won- 
derful that  almost  the  entire  consensus 
of  ancient  opinioJi,  Hebrew  and  Aryan, 
should  be  to  the  effect  that  "the  first 
woids  were  divinely  made"  (Plato  in 
the  Cratylus).  Nor  is  it  strange  that 
moderns  should  hesitate  to  contradict 
the  popular  belief.  There  are  few 
weapons  at  hand  for  such  a  contest. 
Even  in  our  own  tmies  the  growth  of 
language  is  but  imperfectly  understood. 
According  to  Humboldt,  "Man  does 
not  so  much  form  language  as  discern 
with  a  kind  of  joyous  wonder  its  devel- 
opments coming  forth  as  of  them- 
selves." 

The  Hebrew  Bible,  however,  can 
scarcely  be  used  in  our  day  as  an  au- 
thority for  proving  the  thesis  of  Plato 
or  Humboldt.  The  explicit  statements 
made  in  the  Old  Testament  together 
with  the  manifold  phenomena  present- 
ed by  the  Hebrew  lexicon  and  gram- 
mar bearing  upon  this  question  force 
the  conclusion  that  the  Hebrew  lan- 
guage, and  presumably  all  other  lan- 
guages, are  human  creations.  Accord- 
ing to  the  author  of  Gen.  ii.  20  the  first 
man  does  not  derive  bis  language  from 
the  Deitv,  but  possesses  it  from  the 
start.  He  ktiows  by  name  the  animal 
creation.  In  other  words,  Adam  is 
created  a  grown  man  with  the  powers 
of  a  man  as  the  Jahvist  writer  himself 
knew  them.  This  author  is  not  curious 
to  learn  or  expound  the  origm  of  lan- 
guage any  more  than  he  desires  to 
know  where  "the  dust  of  the  ground" 
came  from  or  what  Adam's  first  food 
was.  Gen.  ii.  7  does  not  make  Tahveh 
the  author  of  the  languages  but  only  of 


public.  Thf  list  of  church  interests  aud

A  series  of  practical  talks 
on  Arts,  Crafts  aud  .Sciences  is  being  ar- 
ranged for  Wednesday  evenings. 

Dr.  Bolles  has  been  seized  with  the 
prevalent  epidemic  of  restatements  of  our 
faith  and  has  formulated  a  creed  of  his 
own  which  contains  some  most  admirable 
features.

that  when  we  thank  Him  for  His  good- 
ness we  must  thank  Him  for  all  the  ex- 
}ieriences  that  may  come  to  us,  for 
though  they  may  seem  dull  and  dark 
to-day  when  the  clouds  of  time  shall 
drift  away  we  shall  see  as  God  already 
sees,  and  see  that  it  is  good. 

Farther  than  this  we  have  but  to  con- 
sider carefully  and  our  own  minds  will 
reveal  how  much  more  of  good  there  is 
in  this  world  than  is  usually  credited  to 
It.  Most  of  us  are  superficial;  we  judge 
by  the  appearance  of  things  alone.  AVe 
look  upon  pain  or  poverty,  sorrow  or 
suffering,  and  we  ask,  is  it  right?  is  it 
best?  We  question,  Would  a  good  God 
inflict  such  things  upon  children  whom 
He  loves?  Parents  who  deal  with  their 
children,  whom  they  love,  after  the 
same  principle,  seeking  their  own  good 
rather  than  their  pleasure,  yet  question 
why  God  should  treat  them  so.  The 
child  is  just  as  sure  the  parent  is  wrong 
as  the  grown-up  child  is  sure  that  God 
is  wrong.  We  do  not  leain  the  lesson 
of  our  own  childhood;  though  every 
day  proves  that  our  judgment  of  yes- 
terday was  foolish,  yet  we  go  on  judg- 
iog.  We  forget  that  we  are  standing 
very  close  to  this  life,  too  close  to  see  it 
in  all  its  relations.  We  judge  to-day 
wrong  because  we  do  not  know  to-mor- 
row and  have  forgotten  yesterday.  We 
judge  some  event  a  failure  because  we 
do  not  see  how  it  fits  into  the  whole 
of  life.  Every  day  we  count  a  com- 
plete building,  when  it  may  be  only  the 
foundation  of  to-morrow. 

Were  I  to  bring  here  a  piece  of  stone 
broken  from  one  of  the  rough  founda- 
tion stones  of  some  great  cathedral  in 
Europe,  would  you  be  justified  in  judg- 
ing of  the  character  of  the  building 
from  i»?  Were  I  to  quote  to  you  a  sin- 
gle word  at  random  from  some  great 
poet,  though  the  word  expressed  no 
idea,  would  you  be  justified  in  con- 
demning him?  Can  you  see  the  won- 
ders of  the  ocean  in  a  drop  of  water? 
And  yet  we  pick  out  a  single  event  of 
our  life  from  all  its  relations  and  judge 
of  life  by  that.  We  think  our  life  com- 
plete. We  forget  that  it  is  in  process 
of  construction.  Each  day  is  a  stone 
in  the  great  building  that  must  be  ham- 
mered and  broken  and  carved  till  it  fit. 
And  in  the  time  that  is  to  come,  when 
we  look  upon  the  temple  of  our  life 
complete,  we  will  discover  that  every 
blow  that  was  struck,  though  it  hurt  us, 
did  not  fall  by  chance,  but  was  struck 
in  love,  which  the  symmetry  and  beauty 
of  our  eternal  house  proclaims. 


AVe  are  very  apt  to  think  of  health, 
prosperity,  joy,  pleasure,  happiness,  as 
ends;  we  seldom  question  their  mean- 
ing; or  if  they  have  a  meaning  we  are 
satisfied  with  thtm  in  themselves.  But 
let  there  come  a  pain  upon  us,  let  us 
suffer  some  loss  great  or  small,  let  us 
feel  the  depression  of  sickness — in- 
stantly we  question,  "What  does  this 
mean?  Why  has  it  come  upon  me? 
What  have  I  done  or  what  does  it  im- 
pel me  to  do?"  Is  not  this  the  fact  of 
all  our  experiences?  And  if  it  is  so, 
supposing  there  was  nothing  in  this 
world  for  us  but  happiness  and  sun- 
shine— what  we  call  blessings — would 
there  be  any  progress?  would  there  be 
any  growth?  We  are  not  certain  but 
that  we  are  all  wrong,  and  the  real 
blessings  of  life  from  God  are  not  what 
we  recognize  to-day  as  special  expres- 
sions of  His  goodness. 

I  am  moved  to  call  to  mind  some- 
thing I  have  spoken  to  m}'  own  people 
about  of  late.  It  is  this:  AVherein  is 
our  real  life?  Is  it  in  our  pleasures  or 
in  our  pains?  Each  of  you  look  back 
in  your  experience  and  see  wherein  lay 
the  true  worth  of  your  life.  We  look 
forward  to  ease,  we  look  upon  our  hard- 
ships. Go  back  to  your  childhood  and 
see  if  you  ever  had  the  first  taste  of 
life  before  you  had  your  first  disap- 
pointment or  loss.  If  there  were  no 
evil,  as  we  call  it,  in  the  world  there 
would  be  no  progress  with  happiness. 
With  that  we  have  come  to  term  the 
goodness  of  God  we  sit  down  content- 
edly; we  have  no  desire  for  a  change. 
But  l3t  a  little  evil,  so-called,  come,  and 
instantly  we  are  crying  out,  "Lord, 
what  wouldst  thou  have  me  to  do?" 
We  often  hear  of  the  mystery  of  evil, 
but  to  me  the  mystery  of  evil  does  not 
begin  with  the  mysteiy  of  good.  I  can 
see  why  God  should  beset  me  behind 
and  before  until  I  am  forced  to  make  a 
man  of  myself;  but  I  cannot  see  why  I 
was  born  in  a  Christian  and  civilized 
land  while  so  many  millions  of  His  chil- 
dren are  in  worse  circumstances.  I 
cannot  see  why  I  should  sit  at  the  table 
to-day  and  another  of  God's  children 
wait  on  me. 

V  e  wonder  why  there  is  evil  in  the 
world,  and  yet  we  demand  it  by  our  in- 
difference to  good.  If  goodness  were 
an  inspiration  to  us,  if  we  made  it  an 
incentive  to  action  and  growth,  I  proph- 
esy that  evil  would  be  withdrawn  from 
the  universe.  But  men  will  persist  in 
thinking  that  God  speaks  alone  to  them 
throusrh    the  sorrows  and  pains  and  af- 
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which,  wlieu  fulfilled,  gives  the  believer 
the  only  real  freedom,  namely,  freedom 
from  sinning.  But  the  mirror's  lessons  for- 
gotten, the  perfect  law  disobeyed, — this 
makes  the  pretense  of  religion  empty. 

3.  A  Well-Governed  Tongue,  a 
Merciful  Heart,  a  Pure  Life,  the 
Tests  of  Religion,— vs.  26,  27.  James 
saw  that  the  control  of  the  tongue  meant, 
substantially,  the  subjection  of  the  life  to 
the  Law  of  God.  What  mischief  is  ever 
flowing  from  the  tongue  that  speaks  un- 
truthfully, maliciously,  thoughtlessly.  To 
govern  the  tongue,  making  that  member 
an  unvarying  servant  of  human  well-being, 
truly  means  the  life  redeemed. 

Slaves  of  their  own  tongues  are  deceivers 
of  themselves  when  they  imagine  them- 
selves other  than  enemies  of  Truth. 

To  be  merciful,  to  be  the  friend  of  those 
who  are  in  peculiar  need  of  friends;  to 
keep  free  from  all  dishonoring  compromise 
with  the  world's  evils,  all  partnership  in 
the  world's  frauds, — this  religion  the  All- 
Seeing  pronounces  pure  and  undefiled. 


TEACHING  POINTS. 

(1.)  V.  16,  17.  Not  a  gift,  not  a  boon,  but  will 
be  the  more  valued  if  the  Divine  Source  is  acknowl- 
edged. 

(2.)  V.  19-21.  To  T)urture  the  implanted  word 
is  a  large  share  of  the  Christian's  business.  To 
hear  the  W'nrd,  to  study  the  Bible,  to  read  the  good 
book,  to  read  the  religious  newspaper,— what  is  this 
but  nurturing  the  implanted  seed?  Good  seed  in  a 
good  heart,  left  unnurtured,  will  be  fruitless. 

(3.)  V.  22-25.  When  the  question  is  asked, 
Which  is  better,  to  profess  religion  in  ceremony  or 
in  daily  life  ?  there  can  be  no  doubt  what  answer  the 
brother  of  Jesus  gives. 

(4.)  V.  26.  To  govern  the  tongue;  not  to  be 
swerved  from  justice  or  charity  by  its  itching  to  tell 
what  it  ought  not ;  never  to  make  it  an  agent  of 
spite  or  malice ;  to  make  it  the  bond-servant  of 
Truth,— this  is  to  be  delivered  from  self  deception. 
To  bridle  the  tongue  would  be  salvation  for  many  a 
self-righteous  sinner. 

(5.)  The  very  root  of  religion  is  a  fathomless 
and  boundless  human  compassion.

mistake  to  believe  that  the  men  who  laid 
the  foundation  for  our  present  denomi- 
nation believed  either  in  close  commun- 
ion or  immersion." 


We  had  supposed  that  close  commun- 
ion and  immersion  were  by  large  degree 
the  particular  that  differentiate  the 
Baptist  from  other  orthodox  sects.  It 
greatly  surprised  us  to  learn  that  the 
ormularies  were  and  are  simply  accre- 
tions. ■  t  gave  us  no  surprise  when  Dr. 
Moxom  said,  and  in  the  saying  simply 
followed  the  trend  of  Baptist  thought  in 
England — a  trend,  however ,  that  greatly 
disturbed  the  soul  of  Mr.  Spurgeon:  "I 
have  not  been  willing  to  pivot  the  tre- 
mendous possibilities  of  eternity  on  the 
efforts  of  any  one  man.  I  have  yet  be- 
lieved with  the  apostles  and  the  best 
authority  of  the  Scriptures  that  'where 
sin  abounded  grace  did  much  more 
abound.'  ...  I  have  clearly  intimated 
that  heaven  punishes  for  all  our  sins  of 
pride  and  self-righteousness,  but  in  urg- 
ing the  duty  of  repentance  I  have  not 
engaged  in  denunciatory  preaching. 
Jesus  did  not,  nor  did  the  apostles  who 
were  less  than  he.  I  have  desired  to 
comfort  rather  than  to  condemn,  it 
has  been  my  delight  as  well  as  duty  to 
preach  the  fullness  of  God's  love  for 
sinners."  A  correspondent  of  one  of 
the  city  papers,  making  mention  of  the 
intimate  personal  relations  between  Dr. 
Moxom  and  Bishop  Brooks,  adds:  "•Only 
three  days  before  Bishop  Brooks'  death 
he  gave  the  doctor  this  advice:  'Fight 
it  out,  Philip;  fight  for  a  broader  Cliris- 
tianity,  a  higher  ideal.'  " 


THE   RELATION    OF    REASON   AS 
AUTHORITY  TO  THE  BIBLE. 

Ideas  multiply,  but  words,  if  not  ex- 
actly a  fixed  quantity  certainly  increase 
their  number  very  slowly.  It  is  easy  to 
invent  a  theory,  but  it  is  difficult,  if  not 
impossible, — good  authorities  assert  that 
it  is  impossible, — to  invent  a  word.  It 
thence  happens  that  many  words  are 
compelled  to  do  double,  even  treble, 
not  a  few  more  than  quadruple  duty. 
The  student  of  the  Unabridged  soon 
discovers  that  in  not  infrequent  in- 
stances the  same  word  stands  for  at 
at  least  six  uses,  some  of  these  having 
no  manner  of  similarity  to  the  others. 
The  base  in  a  building  and  the  base  in 
human  character  are  identical  in  vocal- 
ization, but  in  their  meaning  they  can- 
not be  said  to  have  a  solitary  particular 
in  common.  In  reference  to  many 
words,  that  is  obviously  true  which  some 
linguists  claim  is  remotely  true  of  all, 
that  differences  of  meaning  are  simply 
modifications  of  one  generic  meaning. 


man"  as  contrasted  with  the  man  oi 
spiritual  discernment,  are  conclusive 
even  as  a  psychological  averment.  The 
much-used  comparison  based  on  the  in- 
ability of  a  person  born  blind,  and  hope- 
lessly remaining  without  the  visual 
sense,  to  form  any  conception  of  color, 
exactly  sets  forth  the  total  inability  of 
"the  natural  man"  considered  as  one 
lacking  spiritual  vision,  to  see  the  deep 
or  spiritual  things  of  God. 

In  popular  phraseology  however,  and 
as  the  statement  would  be  understood 
by  most  of  our  readers,  the  terra  Kea- 
son  is  far  more  than  the  syllogistic  fac- 
ulty; it  is,  in  popular  use,  a  term  to 
express  all  of  the  manly  part  of  man. 
When  we  say,  as  we  habitually  do,  that 
God  has  distinguished  man  from  the 
brute  by  conferring  upon  him  the  gift 
of  reason,  we  mean,  we  must  mean,  all 
the  higher  gifts — the  logical  or  reason- 
ing faculty,  the  moral  and  religious  and 
esthetic  talents,  every  gift  tha.  belongs 
to  man  as  man  created  in  the  image  of 
God. 

To  the  question  then:  Is  Reason  the 
final  and  supreme  authority  as  respects 
all  beliefs  and  all  conduct  and  all  Scrip- 
ture, we  ansvver  No  and  Yes:  if  you 
mean  by  reason  the  reasoning  faculty, 
and  this  only,  No,  most  emphatically 
and  unqualifiedly;  if  you  mean  the  en- 
tirety of  human  endowments  —  those 
which  are  peculiar  to  man  "as  man" — 
Yes  most  emphatically  and  unqualified- 
ly,— "the  contrary  cannot  be  construed 
to  thought." 

Doubtless  to  some  readers,  particu- 
larly to  those  not  trained  to  the  kind  of 
elucidation  here  attempted,  there  may 
arise  a  shrinking  fear  when  they  come 
upon  the  words:  "Reason  as  compre- 
hending all  of  essential  manhood  is  the 
supreme  authority  touching  all  matters 
of  belief  and  conduct."  They  have  been 
reared  in  "the  good  old  way"  to  regard 
"the  Bible  as  the  man  of  their  coul- 
sel."  It  is  their  habit  to  ask,  "What 
saith  the  Scriptures?"  Getting  the  an- 
swer it  seems  to  them  like  testing  the 
integrity  of  God  to  bring  in,  or  to  ap- 
peal to,  any  other  authority.  We  have 
the  deepest  respect  for  the  persons 
whom  we  here  describe.  In  fact,  we 
are  with  them  in  what  they  mean.  But 
we  must  assure  them  that  the  "shrink- 
ing fear"  comes  over  them  because  they 
fail  clearly  to  apprehend  what  we  mean. 
Can  we  succeed  in  making  our  thought 
fully  intelligible  to  them,  they  will  see 
that  our  statement  gives  no  occasion 
for  alarm.  But  we  must  take  the  topic 
up  in  another  article,  perhaps  articles.

LETTER  FROM  COLORADO. 

To  the  Editor  of  the  Ciik'Stiax  Leader: 
Picking  up  a  UniversalM  ot  S^'ptember, 
1884,  my  eyes  fall  upon  a  letter  from  Mrs. 
C.  A.  Soule  at  Hutchinson,  Kansas.  She 
here  quotes  the  French  saying,  "Nothing 
happens  but  the  unexpected."  So  pat  is 
this,  I  can  but  repeat  it  as  I  attempt  to 
tell  you  that  a  Universalist  plant  has 
sprung  up  and  is  growing  in  Durango. 
During  the  first  week  in  October  we  re- 
ceived word  from  Rev.  Q.  H.  Shinn,  our 
general  missionary,  that  he  would  be 
with  us  to  conduct  services  and  to  organ- 
ize a  society  in  November.  While  with 
joy  in  our  hearts  we  were  contemplating 
this,  who  appeared  before  us — and  all 
unexpectedly  too — but  Rev.  George  N. 
Falconer,  lately  from  Canton  Th  ological 
School,  N.  Y.  He  was  sent  here  by  Rev. 
W.  C.  Selleck  of  Denver.  The  result  of 
this  true  missionary  spirit  is  seen  now  in 
an  organized  society  with  fourteen  mem- 
bers. We  are  proud  of  the  officers  elect- 
ed, and  have  every  reason  to  hope  for 
gr  at  success.  The  attendance  at  our 
meetings  has  been  good.  The  collection 
on  the  first  Sunday  amounted  to  $5.15. 
We  have  ordered  two  dozen  "Good  Will 
Songs."  Inquiries  about  our  society 
abound.

their  sleeves,  figuratively  speaking, 
with  the  avowed  iutentiou  of  rolliug 
brewery,  liquor  saloons  and  liquor  deal- 
ers into  the  river,  if  necessary, — with 
terrible  compunction,  of  course,  at  be- 
ing possibly  obliged  to  force  the  lovely 
and  innocent  river  to  swallow  such  poi- 
sonous doses! 

For  years  these  noble  lovers  of  hu- 
manity had  given  themselves  unspar- 
ingly to  the  work  of  breaking  the  shack- 
les from  the  slaves  of  drink.  The 
progress  had  been  slow  and  tedious 
against  the  strong  adverse  undertow. 
Throughout  the  campaign  there  was  a 
terrible  rattling  among  the  ''dead  men's 
bones,"  a  vehement  protesting  against 
the  infringement  on  their  liberty — their 
manly  prerogative  of  doing  as  they 
pleased  with  their  own,  even  to  the 
committing  of  gradual  self-murder! 

Richard  Blair  was  not  of  this  num- 
ber, though  an  abject  slave  to  the  deadly 
cup,  and  seeming  almost  past  reform  to 
the  well-nigh  discouraged  reformers, 
who  from  the  start  had  bent  much  of 
their  energy  upon  him,  recognizing  in 
him  a  dangerous  ringleader  on  account 
of  his  intellectual  superiority  and  busi- 
ness capacities,  combined  with  a  certain 
reckless  daring,  characteristic  of  indi- 
viduals of  naturally  noble  and  generous 
impulses  when  once  they  fling  reason 
and  self-respect  to  the  winds,  allowing 
a  debasing  habit  to  master  them. 

"Poor  Dick  Blair,"  as  his  best  old 
friends  had  got  to  naming  him,  persist- 
ed in  declaring  that  he  "hated  the 
stuff;"  never  making  the  lame  excuses 
people  often  do  for  indulgences  their 
consciences  condemn.  Mr.  Blair  de- 
spised himself  and  was  his  own  sever- 
est accuser  v/hen  in  his  right  mind,  his 
awful  remorse  driving  him  to  still  deep- 
er degradation;  his  one  defence  being 
that  there  was  a  "thirsty  devil  in  him, 
prompting  and  compelling  him  against 
his  own  will." 

And  in  truth,  it  really  did  seem  as  if 
there  was  some  power  outside  of  him- 
self dominating  his  will.  For  no  mat- 
ter what  anticipated  business  results 
might  be — wh  t  losses  in  case  of  broken 
promises  and  so  forth — when  that  dom- 
inating something  impelled  him  to 
drink,  drink  he  would,  becoming  lost  to 
everything  in  life  worth  having — numb 
spiritually,  intellectually  and  physically. 
His  friends  lost  entire  confidence  in 
him,  and  when  he  left  home,  avowedly 
for  important  business  transactions,  his 
patient  wife  prepared  for  a  glassy-eyed, 
confused  recognition  on  his  return.  His 
children  scampered  out  of  his  presence 
when  possible,  or  huddled  together, 
shrinkincr  in  the  dimnriHSt,   p.nrnftrs  from 


no  one  had  money  to  risk  on  him,  so 
that  his  loss  and  Mr.  Carver's  gain  was 
certainly  a  foregone  conclusion  in  their 
minds,  and  in  the  minds  of  all  disinter- 
ested persons  as  well. 

Mr.  Carver  made  no  scruples  of  pub- 
lishing his  intentions  of  tearing  down 
the  "old  ramshackle  pile,"  as  he  sacri- 
legiously called  i  ,  and  erecting  a  mag- 
niflcent  modern  residence  in  its  stead, 
as  a  dower  for  a  favorite  daughter — a 
spoiled  beauty,  who  was  as  selfish  as 
himself,  and  who  gloried  in  the  prospec- 
tive splendor  without  a  pitying  thought 
for  the  helpless  ones  about  to  be  driven 
from  their  home  through  no  fault  of 
theirs.  It  was  enough  to  make  the 
Blair  ghosts  turn  in  their  graves.  Much 
of  the  rare  and  costly  old  movable  fur- 
niture of  the  house  had  been  sacrificed, 
at  odd  times,  to  appease  the  importunity 
of  creditors;  but  it  was  home  to  poor 
Dick  and  tho;  e  dependent  npon  him — 
dear  and  sweet  home  as  was  ever  the 
fatherland  to  a  poor,  lonely  wanderer 
in  strange  lands. 

And  he  had  been  so  proud  of  his 
pretty  children!  He  had  had  such  high 
hopes  and  ambitions  for  them! 

God  alone  knows  how  he  suffered  in 
his  sober  intervals — which  now  were 
very  rare — from  the  consciousness  that 
they  and  she — the  true,  sweet  young 
wife  of  his  early  and  hopeful  manhood 
— must  share  his  disgrace  and  poverty. 
At  such  times  of  self-conuemnaiion,  if 
by  blotting  himself  out  of  existence  he 
could  have  restored  to  them  home  and 
happiness,  gladly  would  he  have  done  so. 

His  eldest  daughter,  Cathie,  timid  and 
sensitive  as  a  fluwer,  had  blushed  many 
a  time  for  her  father,  shrinking  from 
his  maudlin  caresses  and  praises  of  her, 
and  feeling  as  humiliated  for  him  as  if 
she  herself  were  the  guilty  one.  Poor, 
pretty,  ambitious  Cathie  had  given  up, 
with  many  bitter  tears,  her  dream  of 
graduating  from  the  High  School  with 
a  view  of  teaching  and  thereby  helping 
the  family  fortunes,  and  had  gone  to 
work  in  one  of  the  cotton  mills. 

Jack — brave,  handsome,  manly  Jack, 
and  next  in  age  to  Cathie — who  had 
planned  to  go  to  college  and  study  law, 
and  become  a  legislator  and  draw  up  a 
statute  making  the  manufacturing  or 
selling  of  any  kind  of  intoxicating  liquor 
a  State's  prison  crime  for  life,  had  been 
obliged  also  to  give  up  going  to  school, 
and  to  descend  to  the  humble  position 
of  a  grocer's  clerk — or  waiter  on  grocer's 
clerks — with  small  wages. 

The  situation  seemed  hopeless  in- 
deed; but  results  proved  in  this  as  in 
numerous  other  cases  that  "man's  nec-

American  Seed  Farms.  American 
seeds  for  garden  and  lield  culture  are 
superior  to  those  of  any  other  country, 
partly  as  the  result  of  special  cultiva- 
tion and  selection,  but  more  largely  as 
the  result  of  peculiar  soil  and  climate 
adaptation.  Seed  growing  has  devel- 
oped with  marvelous  rapidity  in  this 
country  within  recent  years,  and  the 
industry  now  ranks  among  the  leading 
ones  of  the  land. 

Care  of  LivE  Stock.  The  care  of 
domestic  animals  during  late  fall  and 
winter  is  one  of  the  most  important 
duties  of  farmers  in  this  cold  climate, 
and  it  is  now  incumbent  upon  those 
who  have  any  live  stock  to  carry  over 
until  spring  to  make  adequate  arrange- 
ments for  their  protection  and  comfort 
for  the  next  five  months  at  least.  Pro- 
tection from  cold  storms  and  chilling 
winds  and  regularity  in  feeding  and 
watering  are  the  essentials  requisite  to 
successful  husbandry.  Young  animals 
require  special  attention  in  these  re- 
spects and  should  be  carefully  watched 
at  the  present  season. 

Farm  Implements.  Upon  storing 
farm  implements  in  proper  condition 
depends,  in  no  small  degree,  the  suc- 
cess of  farming.  The  man  who  pro- 
vides a  dry,  airy  shelter  for  farm  tools 
and  machines,  and  puts  them  in  it  when 
they  are  not  in  use,  has  done  a  wise 
and  profitable  thing;  but  he  may  have 
done  only  half  of  what  he  might  and 
should  do  for  the  preservation  and 
good  work  of  his  tools  and  machines. 
He  should  also  put  the  tools  and  ma- 
chines away  in  good  condition.  This 
includes  freedom  from  dirt.  The  plow, 
for  example,  put  away  coated  with  mud, 
will  rust  and  rot,  though  in  a  good 
shelter;  and  such  a  coating  is  yet  more 
harmful  to  the  delicate  parts  of  ma^ 
chines. 

Good  Pastures.  The  best  time  to 
sell  an  old  or  ageing  animal  is  direct 
from  good  pasture,  says  the  Plough- 
man. If  you  cannot  get  it  in  good 
shape  for  market  on  grass,  you  cannot

The  Annual  Eepoit  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  is  interesting  reading.  Univer- 
salism  is  advancing  slowly  but  surely  on 
the  side  of  its  organic  life.  Statistics  tell 
that  story  emphatically.  But  statistics 
do  not  specify  all  that  has  been  accom- 
plished. The  venerable  and  self-sacri- 
ficing Secretary  of  the  Convention,  Rev. 
G.  L.  Demarest,  D.D.,  VFisely  says,  in  re- 
ferring to  the  Sunday  school  mission:  "Of 
these  [results]  the  portion  which  we  can 
report  [i.e.,  the  cash  account]  is  the  least 

important." True!     And  the  same  can 

be  said  of  other  phases  of  Convention 
work ;  and  of  missionary  work  in  general ; 
and  also  of  the  work  of  the  churches  in 

their  respective  localities. Strange  as 

it  may  seem  some  persons  need  to  be  re- 
minded that  the  foregoing  observations 
are  valid.

Years  ago  Rev.  Dr.  Demarest  led 
the  famous  Orchard  Street  (N.Y.)  choir 
in  a  concert  given  in  the  Bridgeport 
church. In  1891  Rev,  Mr.  Emery  be- 
gan the  pastorate  which  he  is  now  suc- 
cessfully maintaining.  Our  brother  has 
had  twenty-five  years  of  active  service  in 
the  Universalist  ministry;  his  pastorates 
have  been  in  Melro&e,  Beverly  and  Bel- 
lows Falls,  Vt. The  society  is  well  or- 
ganized. The  Missionary  Guild  raises 
the  quotas  for  the  Conventions — State 
and  General — besides  engaging  in  charit- 
able work;  the  Ladies'  Social  Union  is  a 
powerful  factor  in  the  life  of  the  church; 
the  Y.  P.  C.  U.  is  in  a  flourishing  condi- 
tion; and  the  Sunday  school,  with  a  roll 
of  150  members,  is  a  model  school  in 
many  respects. Owing  to  a  legal  tech- 
nicality the  church  will  not  come  into 
possession  of  the  P.  T.  Barnum  legacy 
until  1896  or  thereabouts.  The  pastor  is 
encouraging  the  people  to  work  with  un- 
tiring zial  for  the   coming  two  or  three 

years. In  spite  of  the  fact  that  many 

of  the  great  factories  were  closed  at  the 
time  of  our  visit,  the  friends  gave  us  a 
royal  welcome  and  generous  offering, 
thus  proving  that  the  cry  of  "hard  times" 
is  not  conclusive  as  against  either  the 
moral  right  of  the  Convention  to  address 
its  constituents,  or  the  willingness  of  the 
people  to  make  a  voluntary  offering,  un- 
der a  special  call,  to  the  Convention. 

The  Bridgeport  church  is  practically  free 
from  debt.  The  property  is  worth  $4.5,- 
000;  parsonage  $6000.  Bro.  Emery  is  at 
the  helm.  Continued  success  to  you, 
dear  brother. 

MAINE. 

South  Windham  and  Westbrook. — 
On  Oct.  29  it  was  our  good  fortune  to 


used  exclusively  for  church  purposes. 
Recently  a  fair,  after  the  modern  method 
(no  "chance"  aifair;  no  importuning  of 
visitors  to   buy),  was   held    with   results 

that  highly  gratified  the  people. Bro. 

Barton  acknowledges  his  indebtedness  to 
his  predecessor.  Rev.  G.  G.  Hamilton, 
now  of  Boston,  for  many  helpful  sugges- 
tions in  connection  with  the  work  of  the 

parish. The  Mechanic  Falls  church  is 

a  power  for  good  in  the  community.  On 
Nov.  5  we  met  the  people,  and  they  gave 
us  a  genuine  welcome.  A  liberal  offering 
to  the  Convention  was  a  pleasant  feature 
of  the  exercises  of  the  day. 

Brunswick. —  This  is  an  important 
place,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Bowdoin 
College  is  located  at  this  point.  A  Uni 
versalist  church  in  a  college  town  may 
mean  a  great  deal  for  our  faith.  The 
Conventions  spend  their  money  wisely 
when  they  aid  movements  in  such  locali- 
ties. The  Brunswick  church  merits  help 
from   the  Maine   Convention — also   from 

the    General    Convention. About    18 

years  ago  Rev.  Dr.  French  ministered  to 
the  friends  here.  For  a  time,  however, 
the  movement  was  apparently  extinct. 
Later  the  State  Convention  became  inter- 
ested in  a  revival  of  the  work.  Rev. 
Messrs.  Mead,  French,  Weston,  Little 
and  Crosley  have  preached  to  the  people. 
In  1886  the  present  church  edifice  was 
built.  It  has  a  fine  location.  The  prop- 
erty is  deeded  to  the  State  Convention. 
The  society  is  out  of  debt. In  Decem- 
ber 1889,  Rev.  C.  L.  Waite  began  his 
ministry  with  the  church.  Progress  has 
been  the  order  of  the  day.  Bro.  Waite  is 
a  scholarly  writer  and  an  able  preacher. 
He  is  not  of  the  sensational  order;  his 
sermons  attract  thoughtful  people.  Over 
twenty  students  from  Bowdoin  are  regular 
attendants  at  the  church.  Prof.  Lee,  a 
veteran  professor  of  the  college,  is  faithful 
to  the  interests  of  the  church.  Prof. 
Farnsworth,  formerly  of  Bowdoin,  now 
of  Williams  College,  is  missed  by  the 
people.  He  was  an  invaluable  worker  for 
our  chui'ch  during  his  residence  in  Bruns- 
wick. Judge  Townsend  has  passed  to 
the  higher  life.  He,  too,  is  missed  by  the 
faithful  souls  who  have  sacrificed  so  much 

for  the  local  church. Rev.  Mr.  Waite 

has  every  reason  to  feel  proud  of  the  suc- 
cess which  he  has  won  in  his  present  pas- 
torate. The  audiences  are  increasing 
slowly  but  surely.  In  quality  they  are 
exceptionally  fine.  Our  friend,  the  pas- 
tor, has  constantly  increasing  influence 
among  thi-  students,  as  well  as  among  th 
permanent  residents  of  the  place.  May 
he  be  spared  to  hold  this  pastorate  for 
many  years. 

Freeport. — This  town  is  nine  miles 
from  Brunswick.  Every  Sunday  after- 
noon Rev.  Sir.  Waite  preaches  to  an  inter- 
ested congregation;  so  it  will  be  seen  that

THE  SPREADING  OAK. 

The  extreme  limit  of  the  age  of  the 
oak  is  not  exactly  known,  but  sound 
and  living  specimens  are  at  least  1000 
years  old.  The  tree  thrives  best  in  a 
deep,  tenacious  loam  with  rocks  in  it. 
Stagnant  water  is  one  of  its  aversions. 
It  grows  better  on  a  comparatively 
poor,  sandy  soil  than  on  rich  ground 
imperfectly  drained.  The  trunk,  at 
first  inclined  to  be  irregular  in  shape, 
straightens  at  maturity  into  a  grand 
cylindrical  shaft. 

The  oak  does  not  produce  good  seed 
until  it  is  more  than  six  years  old.  The 
acorn  is  the  fruit  of  the  oak;  the  seed 
germ  is  a  very  small  object  at  the  point- 
ed end  of  the  acorn,  with  the  future 
root  uppermost.  The  acorn  drops,  and 
the  contents  doubtless  undergo  impor- 
tant molecular  and  chemical  changes 
while  it  lies  under  its  winter  covering 
of  leaves  or  snow.  In  the  mild  warmth 
of  spring  the  acorn  swells,  the  little 
root  elongates,  emerges  from  the  end 
of  the  shell,  and  no  matter  what  the 
position  of  the  acorn,  turns  downward. 
The  root  penetrates  the  soil  two  or 
three  inches  before  the  stock  begins  to 
show  itself  and  grow  upward.  The 
"meat"  of  the  acorn  nourishes  both 
root  and  stalk,  and  two  years  may  pass 
before  its  store  of  food  is  entirely  ex- 
hausted. 

At  the  end  of  a  year  the  young  oak 
has  a  root  twelve  to  eighteen  inches 
long,  with  numerous  shorter  rootlets, 
the  stalk  being  from  six  to  eighteen 
inches  high.  In  this  stage  it  differs

THE  THRIFT-X   JAPANESE. 

What  is  the  reason  that  Japan  has 
no  povert}'  problem?  One  reason  is 
probably  to  be  found  in  the  land  system, 
which  has  given  to  every  worker  a  hold- 
ing and  encouraged  him  to  supply  his 
wants  by  his  own  labor.  Effort  has 
thus  been  developed  and  wants  are  lim- 
ited. Another  reason  lies  in  the  nat- 
ural taste  for  country  beauty.  Nowhere 
else  are  parties  formed  to  visit  the  blos- 
som trees,  and  nowhere  else  are  pil- 
grimages simply  for  the  sake  of  natural 
beauty.  A  country  life  has,  therefore, 
its  own  interest,  and  men  do  not  crowd 
the  cities  for  the  sake  of  excitement. 
There  is,  too,  in  Japan,  a  curious  ab- 
sence of  ostentatious  luxury. 

The  habits  of  living  are  in  all  classes 
much  the  same,  and  the  rich  do  not  out- 
shine the  poor  by  carriages,  palaces  and 
jewels.  The  rich  spend  their  money  on 
curios,  which,  if  costly,  are  limited,  and 
the  most  popular  agitation  is  that 
against  the  big  European  houses  which 
Ministers  build  for  themselves.  Wealth 
is  thus  not  absorbed,  and  is  more  ready 
for  investment  in  remunerative  labor. 
The  last  reason  which  occurs  to  the 
mind  of  a  traveller  with  comparatively 
few  opportunities  for  forming  opinions 
is  the  equality  of  manners  in  all  classes. 
Rich  and  poor  are  alike  courteous.  It 
is  not  possible  to  distinguish  employer 
from  laborer  by  their  behavior;  all  are 
clean,  all  are  easy,  all  are  restrained. 

The  Governor  lets  his  child  go  to  the 
common  school  and  sit  next  to  the  child 
of  the  casual  laborer,  certain  that  his 
child  will  pick  up  no  bad  manners  and 
get  no  contamination  in  thought  or  in 
person.  This  equality  enables  ricn  and 
poor  to  meet  as  friends,  and  gifts  can 
pass  without  degradation.  The  rich 
nobles  in  the  country,  just  as  the  uni- 
versity men  whom  we  meet  in  Tokio, 
are  thus  aole  to  give  to  those  whom 
they  know  to  be  in  need,  and  friendship 
becomes  the  channel  of  charity.  The 
question  is.  Will  this  survive  the  intro- 
duction of  the  industrial  system?  It  is 
possible  that  some  of  it  may  and  that 
Japan  may  teach  the  West  how  to  deal 
with  the  poor.

iTustees  or  me  universalis^  «jrenera,i  v^uu- 
vention,  recently  published,  contains  the 
following  paragraph : 

"Although  the  parish  at  Denver  has 
not  achieved  the  financial  results  de- 
sired, the  faithful  efforts  of  its  pastor. 
Rev.  W.  C.  Selleck,  have  not  been  with- 
out avail.  He  has  thoroughly  organized 
the  parish  and  has  brought  it  to  a  reason- 
able degree  of  success.  It  needs  a  church 
edifice  and  was  considering  plans  to  sup- 
ply the  need  when  financial  stress  over- 
took it.  Continued  care  and  oversight 
are  needed  for  a  season;  but  it  is  not  too 
much  to  expect  that,  in  due  time,  the 
desires  of  the  parish  will  be  fulfilled  and 
its  permanence  assured." 

This  statement  is  correct,  but  so  con- 
densed that  some  further  explanation 
may  be  proper  and  profitable.  Particu- 
larly are  our  people  entitled  to  know  why 
the  church  here  "has  not  achieved  the 
financial  results  desired." 

It  will  be  remembered  that  I  began  my 
labors  in  this  city  January  1,  1891.  For 
five  or  six  years  previously  there  was 
great  prosperity  htre.  Population  in- 
creased rapidly;  street  car  lines,  both 
cable  and  electric,  were  extended  far  out 
in  various  directions;  the  real  estate, 
building  and  loan  business  was  extreme- 
ly active,  furnishing  a  market  for  all 
kinds  of  building  materials,  employment 
for  artisans  of  every  trade  and  a  field  for 
profitable  investments.  Of  course  nearly 
all  branches  of  mercantile  busin  ss  and 
likewise  the  piofessions,  shared  in  the 
general  prosperity.  Everybody  was  hope- 
ful, nearly  everybody  bought  and  sold, 
borrowed  and  loaned,  and  the  city  stead- 
ily "boomed."  Meanwhile  the  silver 
mints  and  the  smelting  industry  through- 
out the  State  flourished,  the  precious 
metal  being  worth  over  a  dollar  an  ounce. 
This  called  for  the  building  of  i-ailroads, 
the  opening  of  coal  mines,  the  produc- 
tion of  iron,  the  manufacture  of  machin- 
ery, and  the  large  employment  of  labor. 
Other  manufactures  were  started  in 
Denver  and  vicinity,  and  agriculture  was 
developed  where vt-r  irrigation  was  readi- 
ly feasible.  Thus,  in  manifold  ways,  the 
"Centennial  State,"  and  especially  the 
"Queen  City  of  the  Plains,"  enjoyed  the 
smiles  of  fortune. 

But  of  course  it  w^as  inevitable  that 
this  rapid  development  should  receive  a 
check  sooner  or  later.  Particularly  the 
real  estate,  building  and  loan  business 
could  not  fail  to  reach  its  natural  limit  in 
a  short  time.  When  I  visited  Denver  in 
the  spring  of  1890  shrewd  men  were  see- 
ing and  saying  that  things  must  stop 
pretty  soon,  and  that  somebody  would 
be  sure  to  get  "caught."  Yet  the  usual 
activity  prevailed  and  continued  during 
the  remainder  of  that  year. 

In  the  fall  of  1890  the  Baring  Brothers' 
failure  in  London,  on  account  of  unfort- 
unate South  American  speculations, 
caused  a  temporary  financial  stringency 
which  was  felt  more   or  less  severely  in 
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now,  we  could  undoubtedly  secure  "a 
bargain"  ;  but,  not  having  it,  we  think  it 
wholly  unwise  to  go  in  debt  for  a  prop- 
erty. Patient  continuance  in  well  doing 
where  we  are  will  bring  its  legitimate 
results  in  due  time. 

Our  congregation  "holds  its  own"  in 
spite  of  the  losses  which  have  been  sus- 
tained on  various  accounts.  The  popula- 
tion of  all  cities  is  transient,  of  western 
cities  it  is  unusually  so,  and  in  times  of 
unsettled  business  it  is  more  than  ever 
s^o.  Many  who  began  with  us  have  left 
the  city,  financial  inability  has  kept  some 
away,  and  of  course  others  have  grown 
weary  and  fallen  by  the  wayside.  Still 
new  people  have  come  among  us,  and  es- 
pecially have  many  young  men  and 
women  identified  themselves  with  us. 
Our  Y.  P.  C.  U.  is  doing  splendidly,  hav- 
ing a  membership  of  sixty,  assuming  the 
entire  musical  expenses  of  the  church, 
doing  some  excellent  charitable  and 
social  work,  and  holding  on  Sunday  even- 
ings most  delightful  and  inspiring  devo- 
tional meetings.  Indeed,  this  is  as  grat- 
ifying an  organization  as  any  pastor 
could  ask  for;  it  is  the  strong  right  arm 
of  the  Denver  church.  The  Ladies'  Aid 
Society  is  also  efficient  and  faithful,  and 
does  as  well  financially  as  could  be  ex- 
pected in  these  "hard  times."  Taken  all 
in  all,  it  is  certainly  true  that  our  church 
is  well  organized,  and  the  people  as  a 
rule  are  self-sacrificing  and  earnest.  The 
only  question  about  the  full  and  satis- 
factory success  of  the  church  is  a  ques- 
tion of  money.  Just  as  soon  as  busim  ss 
conditions  become  more  favorable  and 
our  people  find  themselves  in  better  cir- 
cumstances, the  task  of  buying  a  build- 
ing-site can  be  undertaken.  Until  then 
we  must  simply  work  on  as  wisely  and 
devotedly  as  possible 

The  future  of  Denver  is  not  so  dark  as 
many  people  in  the  East  may  suppose. 
Its  business  is  undergoing  somewhat  of 
a  transformation,  in  common  with  that 
of  other  western  cities,  but  it  is  a  pro- 
cess which  will  really  prove  beneficial. 
The  period  of  real  estate  speculation  and 
over-building  is  past;  the  city  and  state 
will  no  longer  make  silver  a  main  reli- 
ance; and  while  money  will  continue  to 
be  borrowed  it  will  be  more  carefully  in- 
vested than  hitherto.  The  resources  of 
Colorado  are  enormous  and  they  have 
been  bai'ely  touched  as  yet.  The  moun- 
tains are  full  of  all  kinds  of  minerals  and 
useful  stones,  some  of  the  sheltered  val- 
leys are  most  favorable  for  fruit-raising, 
and  the  plains  are  adapted  to  a  very 
profitable  degree  of  agriculture.  In  fact, 
the  agricultural  products  of  the  State  for 
1892  far  exceeded  in  value  the  total  worth 
of  all  the  gold  and  silver  it  yielded.  And 
now,  while  the  output  of  silver  is  dimin- 
ished, the  reduction  is  more  than  being 
made  up,  I  think,  in  gold.  Gold  mines 
are  being  worked  as  never  before,  and 
there  is  one  particular  mine  of  which  a 
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to  all  by  a  number  of  the  masters  and 
misses  of  the  Sunday  school,  while  in  the 
smaller  parlor  coffee  and  chocolate  were 
dispensed  by  several  young  ladies.

Miss  Flora  B.  Brown 
has  obtained  four.  Rev.  H.  O.  Som- 
mers  has  accepted  a  call  to  the  pastorate 
in  this  place  and  is  already  at  work. 

Beookston.— This  church  is  not  hold- 
ing regular  services  at  present.  The 
members  of  the  Sunday  school  keep 
busy,  and  their  activity  will  tend  to  exert 
a  spiritual  influence  on  the  parish. 
Brighter  days  will  come,  when  the  bless- 
ings of  worsiiip  will  be  renewed  in  the 
church.

Even  now,  some  people  consider  clubs  a 
great  iniquity,  though  the  odium  has,  for 
the  most  part,  been  removed.  It  is  well 
that  this  is  the  case,  for  the  "club  idea" 
is  certainly  a  good  one,  though,  like  all 
good  things,  it  may  be  abused.  Associa- 
tion of  man  with  man,  when  business  cares 
are  put  aside,  and  without  any  undue  for- 
mality, leads  to  a  better  understanding  of 
a  man  by  his  fellows,  and  to  closer  friend- 
ships, or  to  that  discrimination  in  the 
choice  of  friends  which  a  better  knowledge 
of  human  nature  and  one's  fellows  in- 
duces. 

Among  the  first  to  see  the  benefit  arising 
from  a  club  were  a  number  of  prominent 
Universalists  who  met  over  twenty  years 
ago  to  form  the  Universalist  Club,  though 
at  that  time  it  was  called  the  Murray 
Club,  after  the  distinguished  Universalist 
preacher.  Banquets  were  held  at  stated 
times,  after  which  all  sorts  of  topics  tend- 
ing to  interest  and  elevate  men  were  dis- 
cussed. They  were  a  decided  success, 
and  the  Club  promised  to  be  a  permanent 
one. 

The  exclusive  idea  which  must  be,  to  a 
greater  or  less  extent,  in  every  social 
scheme  prevailed  in  the  Murray  Club  at 
first.  The  membership  limit  in  the  begin- 
ning was  thirty  members.  It  was  raised 
to  forty,  then  to  fifty,  and  later  on  to  one 
hundred.  In  1S82  the  Murray  Club  was 
reorganized,  and  with  the  name  of  Uni- 
versalist Club  it  proved  true  to  its  name 
by  taking  off  the  limit  of  the  number  of 
its  members.  The  exclusive  idea  still  pre- 
vails to  a  certain  extent,  as  indeed  it  must. 
A  gentleman  can  become  a  member  only 
on  the  condition  that  he  is  a  layman  in 
the  Universalist  Church,  and  is  voted  for 
and  confirmed  by  a  majority  of  the  gentle- 
men of  the  Club.  The  object  of  the  Club, 
as  stated  in  the  constitution,  is  "social 
intercourse  and  mutual  improvement,  and 
to  promote  the  general  interest  of  Uni- 
versalism." 

At  first  the  Club  was  composed  only  of 
laymen  in  the  Universalist  Churcli,  but 
when  the  name  was  changed  in  1882,  cler- 
gymen were  admitted  on  the  same  basis 
as  laymen,  with  the  exception  that  they 
are  not  required  to  pay  the  admission  fee. 
While  the  meetings  of  the  Club  are  held 
in  Boston,  the  members  do  not  all  live  in 
the  city.  Universalists  anywhere  who 
will  live  up  to  the  requirements  of  mem- 
bership are  eligible.  The  result  of  this 
is  that  some  men  who  live  out  of  the  State 
even  may  be  seen  regularly  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Club.

Ln  the  passing  away  from  life  of  this  good 
man,  the  community  loses  an  exponent  of 
integrity,  fidelity,  and  true  manliness— a"d 
his  family  a  loving  husband,  father,  relative, 
and  friend. 

Mr.  Marsh  had  for  many  years  been  known 
in  business  circles  as  a  partner  in  the  Palmer 
&  Fuller  Co.  Without  ostentation,  seeking 
no  place  of  special  prominence,  he  yet  so 
faithfully  met  and  answered  every  respon- 
sibility in  business  life  that  of  him  it  could 
be  truly  said,  "His  word  was  his  bond." 

Some  five  years  since  be  had  attain<^d  to 
so  much  of  success  in  the  business  to  which 
he  had  devoteil  the  best  years  of  his  life  as 
to  feel  justified  in  withdrawing  from  a  longer 
connection  ivith  its  immediate  activities;

James  i  :  16-27. 


INTRODUCTION. 
As  tlie  Sim  is  mirrored  by  many 
waters — the  same  sun  appearing  in  the 
ocean,  tlie  lake,  the  river,  the  pool,  in 
waters  calm,  in  waters  disturbed,  —  so 
Christ  is,  in  the  Scriptures,  reflected  by 
many  souls.  Each  witness  necessarily  be- 
holds from  his  own  view-point.  Scholars 
have  long  since  observed  that  we  have  in 
the  Gospels  four  photographs  of  Jesus. 
Matthew  saw  and  pictured  him  as  the 
Messiah  of  the  Jews.  Mark  saw  and  re- 
produced him  as  the  peerless  Spiritual 
Conqueror.  Luke  saw  him  as  the  Son  of 
Man,  and  in  the  aggregate  described  him 
as  the  exalted  Spiritual  Brother  of  every 
man.  It  was  given  to  John,  more  than  to 
the  others,  to  see  and  interpret  the  "Heart 
of  Christ."  And  in  the  Epistles  the  same 
diversity  of  representation  is  continued. 
Paul  sees  Christ  as  the  one  who  fulfils  and 
transfigures  the  Law  of  Moses.  John  sees 
him  as  the  supreme  revealerof  the  sublime 
truth  that  God  is  love.  Peter  sees  in  re- 
lief the  preciousness  of  the  Gospel  to  sin- 
ners. James  sees  the  Gospel  to  be  right- 
doing  ;  he  is  observant  of  the  ethics  of  the 
Sermon  on  the  Mount.  -  Tbis  variety 
of  view-points,  this  many-sidedness  of 
testimony,  is  by  a  class  of  critics  magni- 
fied, and  held  to  be  destructive  of  the  unity 
of  the  New  Testament.  We  are  told  that, 
instead  of  there  being  one  Gospel,  to  be 
saei  in  many  aspects,  the  New  Testament 
commends  to  us  several  Gospels,  mutually 
hostile.  But,  in  our  view,  the  contradic- 
tions alleged  are  imaginary.  Unity  in 
diversity  is  a  merit  and  a  charm  of  the 
New  Testament.  The  old  and  well-tested 
rule  of  interpreting  scripture  by  scripture, 
—a  rule  which  holds  in  the  interpretation 

of  all  literature,    is  not  superseded. It 

was  our  privilege  to  have  personal 
acquaintance  with  the  poet  Longfellow. 
Immediately  after  his  death  eight  or  ten 
photographs  of  the  poet,  which  had  been 
taken  during  the  last  year  of  his  life,  were 
submitted  to  us  with  the  request  for  our 
opinion  as  to  the  one  to  be  preferred  for 
exactness  of  likeness.  The  photographs 
were,  as  a  whole,  widely  divergent.  At 
least  two  could  be  selected  from  among 
them  which  a  superficial  observer  might 
think  were  not  of  Longfellow  at  all.  Yet, 
as  to  the  likeness,  we  were  unable  to  select 
any  one  which  was  more  literally  correct 
than  any  other.  All  were  true  to  Long- 
fellow in  different  moods  and  states  of 
health.  His  countenance  was  so  mobile,

The  Occasional  Sermon  of  the  venera- 
ble Rev.  Dr.  Sawyer  before  the  late  Gen- 
eral Convention  in  WashinjitoD,  D.C., 
was  concise,  able  and  equal  to  the  occa- 
sion, and  just  what  was  needed  at  this 
time  for  our  whole  Church.  I  read  it 
carefully  and  with  the  greatest  pleasure. 
Its  liistory  of  our  early  beginning,  and 
the  strussle  of  the  "Fathers"  to  give  us 
a  name  was  very  interesting.  I  wondered 
as  I  finished  its  perusal  if  others  had 
read  it  with  the  same  joy  and  delight  as 
myself.  1  did  indeed  feel  thankful  to  Al- 
mighty God  that  his  servant,  this  aged 
father  in  our  Israel,  who  has  been  in  our 
ministry  for  over  sixty  years,  and  who 
has  toiled  earnestly  and  late  as  an  ear- 
n«  St  embassador  of  the  Divine  Master  for 
this  masterly  effort.  Who  in  this  age  of 
rationalism,  when  doubt  and  negation  is 
being  preached  in  our  Church,  could  rise 
in  majesty,  and  in  his  old  age  when  on 
the  verge  of  lajing  aside  this  mortal,  and 
in  trumpet  tones  sound  the  notes  of 
warning  to  his  brethren? 

The  Scriptural  passage  on  which  was 
based  his  dis30urse  was  certainly  fitting 
and  appropriate:  "Jesus  Christ  the  same 
yesterday,  to-day  and  forever"  (Heb. 
xiii.  8.)  In  this  he  magnifies  the  match- 
less name  of  our  blessed  Lord  and  Mas- 
ter as  a  true  embassador  should.  He 
does  not  disparage  it  as  many  do  who 
bring  our  risen  Lord  down  on  a  level 
with  his  disciples.  Aye  more,  he  raises 
on  high  the  "Banner  of  the  Cross"  in 
sight  of  the  gathered  hosts  of  Universal- 
isra,  and  cries.  This  is  the  only  standard 
that  leadeth  to  victory. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  making  two  quo- 
tations from  this  remarkable  sermon. 
There  is  so  much  in  them  that  every 
Christian  believes,  it  seems  to  me  must 
sec  tlnir  fitness  in  a  moment:  "J3ut  this 
new  Universalism  with  winch  some  seem 
so  delighted  has  discovered  that  Jesus 
was  not  born  as  the  New  Testament 
teaches,  nor  did  he  do  the  things  it  as- 
cribes to  hitn,  nor  speak  the  words  which 
it  puts  in  his  mouth.  Nor  was  he  when 
dead  and  buried  raised  from  the  dead. 
But  all  this  is  not  new;  it  is  as  old  as 
Celsus,  and  has  been  repeated  again  and 
again  from  the  beginning.  It  is  not  Uni- 
versalism, and  what  is  worse  it  is  not 
Christianity." 

If  ever  a  solemn  truth  was  uttered  this 
is  one  by  this  grand  old  man  of  the  Abra- 
hamic  faith.  And  I  believe  I  am  not 
alone  as  a  layman  in  this  statem  nt,  but 
I  feel  I  voice  the  sentiment  of  the  great 
mass  of  the  laymen  of  our  Church  as 
well  as  its  ministry.  In  conclusion  Dr. 
Sawyer  says  most  appropriately  and  ear- 


Instead  of  assisting  in  the  forging  and 
fashioning  of  the  massive  machinery  for 
the  world's  advancement,  with  the  ring- 
ing blows  of  the  sledge  of  truth,  and 
thus  strengthening  themselves  day  by 
day,  they  are  greedily  sucking  the  dilut- 
ed or  poisoned  milk  of  some  German 
skeptic  or  English  rationalist. 

And  some  of  the  laity  of  the  churches 
have  become  worthy  inheritors  of  that 
title.  For  too  many  do  nothing  but  lay 
themselves  down  upon  the  couches  of 
continual  rest,  or  have  long  since  laid 
aside  the  implements  of  service  for  the 
ornara  ntations  of  a  semi-religious  pro- 
fession. What  the  great  mass  of  Chris- 
tians need  is  muscle — that  which  will  en- 
able them  to  do  as  well  as  to  be.  What  a 
man  does,  as  well  as  what  he  is,  makes 
up  the  completeness.  To  be,  and  not  to 
be  doing,  is  only  one  remove  from  dying.

THE  HAWAIIAN  CASE. 

Secretary  Gresham's  amazing  report  o  i 
Hawaii,  and  recommendation  that  the 
United  States  should  restore  the  authority 
of  Queen  Liliuokalani,  raises  a  question 
of  veracity  between  ex-Minister  Stevens 
and  ex-Prtsident  Harrison  on  the  one 
hand,  and  Commissioner  Blount,  Secre- 
tary Gresham,  and  President  Cleveland 
on  the  other.  Mr.  Stevens  has  asserted 
that  it  was  not  until  fifty  hours  after  Lili- 
uokolani  had  destroyed  her  throne  by  at- 
tempting to  abrogate  the  Constitution  by 
revolutionary  means  that  the  men  of  the 
Boston  landed,  and  that  the  Provisional 
Government  constituted  the  only  Hawaii- 
an Government  de  facto  existing  for 
twenty-four  hours  prior  to  his  recognition 
of  it.  This  was  President  Harrison's  un- 
derstanding of  the  matter,  and  the  truth- 
fulness of  this  account  is  vouched  for  by 
a  great  mass  of  testimony  from  the  most 
trustworthy  people  on  tJie  islands. 

Secretary  Gresham  declares  that  the 
American  minister  overawed  the  Queen's 
Government  by  the  armed  men  from  the 
Boston,  and  that  Minister  Stevens  entered 
into  a  conspiracy  against  the  Queen's 
Government.  Secretary  Gresham  does 
not  give  any  proofs  of  these  statements, 
and  we  do  not  see  why  they  should  be 
accepted  until  proofs  are  furnished,  since 
they  contradict  the  testimony  of  men  of 
the  highest  standing.  Secretary  Gresham 
will  have  to  bring  forward  the  most  irre- 
fragible  evidence  that  Queen  Liliuokalani 
was  unseated  by  the  "force  and  fraud" 
of  the  United  States  before  he  can  make 
it  clear  to  any  but  the  most  blinded  polit- 
ical partisans  that  the  power  of  the  United 
States  can  be  rightfully  exerted  for  the 
if-establishment  of  a  rotten  monarchy 
and  for  the  overthrow  of  republican  in- 
stitutions now  in  existence  in  Hawaii, 
which   represent  what  American  piety. 
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The  profound  impression  that  social- 
ism is  making  upon  our  age  is  thus  de- 
scribed by  Frederick  Harrison:  "There 
is  upon  us.  both  in  England  and  in 
America,  a  social  ferment  that  goes 
deeper  than  anj'  mere  constitutional 
struggle,  a  multiform  and  mysterious 
upheaval  that  is  called  socialism, — the 
universal  yearning  of  the  millions  for 
power,  consideration,  material  improve- 
ment and  social  equality.  .  .  .  All 
orders  and  classes  are  concerned  in  it; 
all  miners  of  every  type  are  affected  by 
it;  every  political,  social  or  industrial 
axiom  has  to  be  reconsidered  in  the 
light  of  it;  it  appeals  to  all  men,  and 
enters  into  life  at  every  corner  and 
pore.  There  is  something  in  the  air, 
and  that  something  is  a  vague  and  inde- 
scribable sense  that  a  new  time  is  com- 
ing." 

It  is  not  my  purpose  to  discuss  the 
questions  at  issue  between  the  believer 
in  the  present  industrial  system  and 
the  socialist.  I  am  not  the  defender  of 
the  one  nor  the  advocate  of  the  other. 
I  am  content  to  trace  the  progress  of 
the  working  man  from  slavery  to,  and 
so  far  in,  the  wage  system,  and  to  indi- 
cate his  dream  of  to-day.  Whether  we 
have  reached  this  ultimate  stage  in  the 
industrial  system,  and  improvements  in 
the  future  are  to  be  along  lines  already 
established,  or  whether  the  present  sys- 
tem is  to  be  superseded  by  a  better,  the 
socialistic,  I  shall  not  undertake  at  this 
time  to  determine. 

Of  one  thing  I  feel  assured,  whatever 
changes  the  future  may  bring  us,  though 
they  be  as  revolutionary  as  those  de- 
scribed in  "Looking  Backward"  they 
will  be  peaceful,  bloodless.  The  an- 
archist, the  nihilist  will  pass  away. 
They  are  a  transient  phase  of  the  indus- 
trial and  social  movement.  The  hosts 
in  Europe  and  America  who  are  trying 
to  solve  the  labor  problem  are  serious 
and  sober  men,  who  love  peace,  and 
will  use  the  spirit  and  methods  for  the 
accomplishment  of  their  ends.
